The campaign cry of Mayor Harrison and 
his managers that it is necessary to reélect 
him in order to preserve the streets of the city 
from the clutches of the traction companies 
has been made abortive. The companies 
themselves have decided not to ask any ex- 
tension of their existing franchises from the 


next Council or the next Mayor, but to stand.

|, Hold Old Act Is Valid. 


The traction companies have been obtain- 
ing opinions from the best lawyers available 
in this and other cities as to their rights un- 
der what is known as “‘ the ninety-nine-year 
Act.of 1865," and it is stated that in practic- 
ally every instance the lawyers consulted 


have assured them that this act is still.yvalid, | 


and that these franchises which have been 
popularly supposed to expire on July 30, 1903, 
until Feb. 14,1958. __ 

The legal authorities consulted are a prac- 
Heal unit on this point, and the only question 
about which these lawyers are said to disa- 
gree is whether the right to use cable and 
tiectric power also extends beyond the life 
of the present city ordinances under which 
the Companies are now operating, or whether 
if they elect to rely entirely on the legislative 
act of 1865 they will not have to go back to 
horses. and mules to propel their cars. 

These legal opinions largely follow one 
given by Francis Adams, now Judge of the 
Appellate Court for this district, at the time 
of what were known as the “ blanket exten- 
sion- ordinances ”’ twenty years ago. Judge 
Adams was then Corporation Counsel, and 
his view was.approved by Julius Grin- 
nell, who was then City Attorney. This opin- 
jon Reld that under the terms of the act of 
1865 the franchises of the street railway com- 
panies of Chicago were extended for ninety- 
nine years from Feb. 14, 1859.

Republican Debate Shut Off by 
Direct Orders from 
Gorman Machine | 


| Leaders. 


Annapolis, Md., March 14.—[Special.]—Gor- 
man’s disfranchising election bill tonight 
passed the Senate by a strict party vote of 
14 to 11, and he has won his first fight in his 
contest to be returned to the United States 
Senate. 

Only one Democratic vote was required to 
defeat it in the Senate, but Applegarth and 
Bryan, the only two about whom there had 
been any doubt, were kept in line by the Gor- 
man managers. 

The Democrats expect that the new elec- 
tion law will disfranchise about 15,000 illiter- 
ate whites and 25,000 illiterate negroes. 

The Republicans fought the bill until the 
last vote was taken. They were prepared to 
talk all night against it. They denounced it 
in unmeasured terms, declared that it would 
open the way to worse frauds than have yet 
‘been .perpetrated by the Gorman machine, 
and that Gorman and his clique were tramp- 
ling upon the equal rights conferred by the 
constitution upon all classes to exercise the 
franchise. 


Direct from Gorman. 

A sensational scene occurred when Lloyd 
Wilkinson, one of Gorman’s lieutenants and 
the Democratic leader in the House, en- 
tered the Senate and handed a note to 
President Hubner, who, after quickly scan- 
ning it, sent it to Senator Crothers, the floor 
leader. This was followed by an order for 
the previous question, and the Republicans 
charged that tne Democratic Senators had 
been ordered to apply the closure. The 
note is supposed to have come from Gorman 
himself. 

Owing to the Democratic sentiment against 
the bill in some of the counties five or six 
of the Senators, in obeying the will of Gor- 
man, have ruined their chances for re- 
iwmination. At heart. they were opposed 
to the bill, but yielded to Gorman’s com- 
mand. Governor. Smith will promptly sign 
the measure, as he called the extra session 


| for the express purpose of passing it. 


It is said that if the Democrats remaif 
in control of the State Gormah has promised 
that Smith shall sucGeed McComas as United 
States Senator, Gorman himself promising 
to succeed Wellington. 


Returns‘to the House. 

Owing to the various unimportant amend- 
ments tacked on to the bill in the Senate, 
none of which, however, affects the disfran- 
chising feature, it must go back to the House. 
The Democratic managers propose that the 
big majority in the House shall strike out 
some of these amendments. This may neces- 


mittee. Gorman’s chief HNeutenants stated 
this evening that the House committee would 
report the bill promptly and it would be 
finally passed and signed within twenty-four 
hours. ; 

Now that the Gorman managers have had 
the benefit of Senator Bryan's vote to pass 
the election.bill they do not care much 
whether Masor Hayes’ $12,000,000 sewerage 
bill goes through or not. They are rather 
desirous of seeing it defeated, as they do not 
want to give Hayes the power to build up a 
political machine in Baltimore City which 
would certainly dictate terms to Gorman in 
the future. 


Anxiety for the Future. 

The Democratic politicians are now won- 
dering whether the Gorman election law will 
really assure the sweeping Democratic suc- 
cess claimed for it. There are thousands of 
illiterate white oystermen, mostly Demo- 
crats, who are nearly up in arms over the 
disfranchisement scheme. They say that they 
have no time to learn to read and that they 
will urge their friends and associates who 
have got some little education to vote the Re- 
publican ticket. 

The bill as passed does not suit all the 
Democrats in the southern counties or the 
** black belt.’’ What they wanted was a bill 
that would disfranchise the negroes and 
leave a loophole for illiterate whites. 


Animus of the Bill. 

The animus of the Dill is directed largely 
against Congressman Mudd, whose success 
and constantly increasing Republican ma- 
jority in southern Maryland has alarmed the 
Democratic managers. Mudd says that he 
does not fear the bill. He says that there 
is no man in southern Maryland, white or 
black, however stupid he may bé, who can- 
not be taught to pick out his name anywhere 
on the ballot. He is preparing to carry the 
Democratic law to the State Court of Ap- 
peals for a test of its constitutionality:. 

United States Senator McComas says: 
“The bill will make bribery and fraud easier 
and more effective for the Democrats. The 
people of Maryland at the next election will 
have aclear cut issue, and the choice between 
the fair elections of the last five years and a 
generation of fraudulent elections which pre- 
ceded. The Democrats will need to practice 
all the frauds this bad law affords them to 
overcome the new revolt of good citizens of 
all parties, who will again combine to over- 
throw this conspiracy.”

it, simply because they believed there was 
no. use in going to the authorities with any 
protest in behalf of organized labor. He said

DOHERTY BLOCKED 
POSTOFFICE WORK

HIS LETTERS ON FILE. 


Specifically Forbids Contractor 
“Peirce to Haul Monoliths 
Over the City’s 
Pavements. 


GOVERNMENT NOT A LOSER. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—[Special.)— 
Apparently it is up to Mayor Harrison's De- 
partment of Public Works to assume the re- 
sponsibility for changing the columns on the 
second story of the new Pogtoffice Building 
so as to prevent them from being monolithic 
shafts and requiring them to be cut into 
pleces. THE TRIBUNE correspondent se- 
cured from the files of the Treasury depart- 
ment today the official correspondence, which 
shows, apparently, that Contractor Peirce 
was officially notified by the city govern- 
ment that he would not be permitted to haul 
any such stones through the streets of the 
city. 

This notification is supposed here to have 
been the result of the labor troubles of last 
summer, and is understood to have been the 
response of certain officials in the Street de- 
partment to the demands of the labor unions 
for the express purpose of embarrassing 
Peirce. 

However that may be, the federal con- 
tractor was undoubtedly forbidden officially 
to transport the big stones, and it was this 
refusal, as has been stated all along here. 
which caused the change in the mode of con- 
struction of the columns for the second story. 

It seems that Peirce and Street Superin- 
tendent Doherty had a talk some time in the 
spring of 1900 regarding the size of the col- 
umns and other unugually large stones to 
be used for the government building: There 
was no concealment of the size of these 
stones, and Contractor Peirce gave a verbal 
estimate of the weight and size, particularly 
of the monolithic columns. 


First Notice from Doherty. 

As a result of this conversation Street Su- 
perintendent. Doherty, after thinking the 
matter over and consulting with some walk- 
ing. delegates, sent the following letter, now 
in the files of the Treasury department:

Contractor Peirce Replies. 

Finding that the city government was ap- 
parently in earnest in regard to the supposed 
danger to the streets in transporting stones 
of unusual weight, Contractor Peirce, by his 
regular agent, sent to the City Hall under 
date of June 13 the following official reply 
to the demand of the Superintendent of 


Streets: 

New Federal Building, Chicago; John Peirce,

Nothing more was heard of the matter for 
two or three weeks, but on July 9. 1900. an

This letter, about 
which there has been so much dispute, as 
copied from the official files by THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent, is as follows:

Explains Department’s Action. 

When seen about the matter this afternoon 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Taylor 
said:

I have furnished you with the official letters 
showing that the Public Works department 
of the City of Chicago, after being supplied 
with an estimate of the size and weight of 
the columns of stone, ordered that they 
should not be carried through the streets be- 
cause of the danger to the pavements.

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FIRE WRECKS A FACTORY. 


LOSS TO SPRING BUTT WORKS IS

Early Morning Blaze on West Side De-

i Fire at 1:30 o’clock this morning destroyed 
the five and a half story brick building of the 
Chicago Spring Butt company at 496-8 Car- 
roll avenue.

PARIS, March 14.—Count Boni de Castel- 
lane and M. Fernand de Reuday, editor of the 
Paris Figaro, will fight a duel as a result of 
an encounter at the latter's residence today, 
in which the young nobleman repeatedly 
slapped the journalist's face and boxed his 
ears. 
Count de Castellane's excuse for assaulting 
_the editor was a paragraph in Figaro in 
which it was broadly intimated that he had 
betrayed the Deroulede plot of Feb. 23, 1899. 
M. de Rodays’ seconds will be MM. Prestat 
and Perivier. 
Count de Castellane. 
It is stated that Count Castellane’s seconds 
will be Count de Dion and M. Gaston Joliivet. 
The seconds will meet today to arrange for 
the conflict. 
Count de Castellane was accompanied: by 
his father, the Marquis de Castellane,, and 
a newspaper friend, M. Morel. They proceed- 
ed to the residence of M. de Rodays int 
Rue de la Chaussee d@’Antin, situated in 
center of Paris. The Count asked to see 
M. de Rodays and was ushered into the 
writer’s study. M. de Rodays later re- 
ceived the party in his dressing-room. Count 
de Castélliane said: 
“You published in the Figaro this morn- 
ing an abominable paragraph against me.” 
Me de Rodays replied that he did not under- 
stand what the Count meant, to which the

LI HUNG CHANG IN FAVOR.

SHANGHAI, March 14.—Russia’s treaty 
with China in regard to Manchuria still 
excites the liveliest comment among Chinese 
statesmen here. Viceroys Liu Kun Yi and 
Chang Chih Tung have united with Sheng, 
Director of Posts and Teiegraphs, in sending 
many urgent telegrams to the court protest- 
ing against the compact. 

Sheng said today: “‘I believe that it will 
mean the beginning of the partition of all 
China if it is pressed.”’ 

The Chinese propose to hold a big public 
meeting here tomorrow to protest against 
the Manchurlan agreement. These Chinese 
leaders say that Russia has forced its de- 
mands upon China, and that it is not a com- 
pact, but really an ultimatum from the Czar. 

Li Ilung Chang favors the compact, but all 
the Viceroys and Governors of the south- 
eastern provinces are stoutly opposed to it. 
The native press ts also unanimous in oppo- 
sition to the treaty. 

China has strenuously objected to the lim- 
itations of the Manchurian convention re- 
specting the importation of arms, the reor-

‘Discussing the Indemnity. | 
PEKIN, March 14.—The Ministers today 
resumed the question of indemnity to be de- 
manded from the Chinese government. Sev- 
eral of the foreign representatives are in- 
clined to cut down the amounts that have 
been demanded by the subjects of their gov- 
ernments. They believe, however, that China 
should. be compelled to pay the full expense 
of the military expeditions of the aliles. 
-.M. Pichon, the representative of France, 
has put in large claims in behalf of the 
French Catholic missions,which he is not will- 
ing to reduce: ‘The French claims for Prot- 
estants are not excessive, and there are none 
at all for Protestant missionaries. < 
The Russian Glaims are comparatively 
small, as outside of Manchuria the subjects 
of that country suffered little loss. Russia 
has no missionaries and-few merchants in 
China. 
The large amount of the French claim, as 
compared with that of Russia, causes consid- 
erable comment. 


Armed Force at Paote. 

A report has reached here that over 2,000 
armed ruffians from Tien Tsin have con- 
gregated in the Paote district about seventy 
miles to the east, and are working havoc 
right and left. The city gates of Paote have 
been closed and the place is being defended 
from the walls, A delegation of residents 
arrived at Tien Tsin and requested aid from 
the foreign troops.

Says Relations Are Strained. 
{Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 

LONDON, March 15, 3 a. m.—The Vienna 
correspondent of the Times affirms that there 
are serious difficulties in the European con- 
cert, arising from the Manchurian question. 
He says that the relations between St. Peters- 
burg and another European capital are un- 
questionably strained, théuigh it cannot be 
proved that an acute conflict will ensue. 

It is inferred from the dispatch that the cor- 
respondent does not-allude to London. He 
hints of the possibility that China or Japan 
wil? propose to submit the whole question to 
The Hague conference. 

Russia’s Pians Not Known. 

Washington, D, C,, March 14.—Our gov- 
ernment has not yet been able to obtain any- 
thing. like-an.official statement of the con- 
tents of thé alleged agreement between Rus- 
sia and China respecting the protectorate 
over Manchuria, 

Such information as has come to the hands 
of officials indicates that the Russian agree- 
ment consists of twelve articles, not nine, as 
has been published. 

The chief concern of officials here has been 
to learn how far these articles affect the 
permanent future of Manchuria. On their 
face it is said they show a return of Man- 
churia to China. But this fs accomplished 
upon certain conditions imposed upon China, 
and it is understood that these conditions, in 
effect, establish a Russian suzerainty over 
Manchuria, with a Russian official occupying 
the chief executive position, quite similar to 
that of the British’ Viceroy of India. 

It is understood that in the informal dis- 
cussion with Count Cassini, an earnest in- 
timation was conveyed to him that it would 
be most helpful in dealing with the subject 
if a clear and explicit understanding of Rus- 
sia’s plans in this particular matter were 
forthcoming. 


Ruin to American Trade. 

New York, March 14.—[{Special.]—The 
American-Asiatic association has received 
the following cablegram from the American 
Association of China, whose headquarters 
are at Shanghai: 

“ Russian control of Manchuria insures the 
extinction of American trade. Vigorously 
protest against the Russo-Chinese agreée- 
ment.’’ 

The association forwarded this to Presi- 
dent McKinley, with resolutions which fav- 
ored the making of a protest. 


FILIPINO REBEL BOATS BURNED. 


Lieut. Payne Destroys Over 300 Vessels 
of Various Sizes Engaged in Con- 
| traband Trade. 


MANILA, P. I., March 14.—The rebel trad- 
ing operations in the Viscayan Islands Have 
been effectually brokenup. Lieutenant Fred 
R. Payne, commanding the United States 
gunboat Pampanga, pursuant to instruc- 
tions, has seized and destroyed 300 vessels of 
various sizes, mostly native craft, construct- 
ed to assist the insurgents. But among 
those which have come to grief are a num- 
ber of coasting vessels belonging to leading 
Manila firms. 

Lieutenant Payne captured a quantity of 
supplies and war materials shipped by the 
insurgent Governor of the Island of Leyte to 
the rebel commander on the Island of Samar. 

The Cebu pirates who occasionally raided 
the opposite shore of Negros Island have 
been suppressed and their boats are all

All four of the principals in the two duels now impending on 
the continent are prominent Frenchmen, whose names are familiar 
to American newspaper readers. Perhaps the most conspicuous fig- 
ure of ‘the quartet is Count Boni de Castellane, who yesterday pom- 
meled Fernand de Rodays, editor of the Paris Figaro, and was 
promptly challenged to a duel with swords. The Count was a rather 
obscure personage until he married Anna Gould, in 1895; since that 
time he has been in the public eye almost constantly. His second 
play for notoriety wus as a spendthrift. In less than a year after 
he and his bride went to Paris to live he had spent more than 
$1,000,000 on bric-a-brac alone. He paid $200,000 for the yacht Val- 


‘halla, spent $500,000 on his canvass for a seat in the House of Depu- 


ties, and squandered thousands on stock and other modes of gam- 
bling. He finally rolled up an indebtedness of nearly $5,000,000, 
and then his wife’s family stepped in and took charge of her for- 
tune. The Count has already fought two duels. Three years ago he 
met Henri Turot, editor of the Petit Republique, and “ pinked” 
him in the back of the hand and in his sword arm. Turot 
called Castellane *“‘a dowry seeker’’ and “a contemptible aristo- 
crat.” In July last he fought Count Orlowski because of a dis- 
pute over a newspaper article. Castellane was victor in this en- 
counter, his sword piercing Orlowski’s thorax. Count Boni once 
before threatened to challenge Editor de Rodays to a duel because 
the latter accused him of being a **‘ welcher.’”’

the King dying before her. 
There was nothing to stamp the statement 
with unquestionable accuracy, but that it 
was derived from an official source was re- 
vealed unexpectedly in the House of Com- 
mons through a question addressed to the 
government. Mr. Balfour in replying said 
he regarded the publication as in the highest 
degree deplorable and disecreditable. He in- 
directly hinted that it could have only been 
given out by a member of the committee. 
Efforts are’ being made by certain mem- 
bers to compel an investigation and the in- 
fliction of a penalty upon the person who di- 
vulged the matter under the official secrets 


act. 
Attacks New Army Plan. ° 

The opposition leaders opened an attack on 
Secretary of War Brodrick’s army scheme 
recently submitted to the House. Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, who was formerly 


‘Secretary. of State for War, said he saw 


velled conscription in the scheme, and de- 
clared that the whole folicy was inapplicable 
to Great Britain. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt declared that 
it was a renewal of the fatuous policy which 
led to the Crimean war. The government 
proposed to maintain 120,000 men for the 
purpose of satisfying European allies. Who 
were the allies, he asked, and what were the 
treaties of alliance? He ehallenged the gov- 
ernment to say frankly what engagements 
it had entered into, and to what policy it had 
committed the country. 

He hoped that the time would come when 
the melodies of the music halls and the 
Mafeking mob would not be regarded as true 
exponents of British statesmanship. 


Balfour in Reply. 

Mr. *Balfour, replying to the critics of the 
government, contended that an increasing 
military burden was thrown upon Great 
Britain by responsibilities which were 
brought about by the general movement in 
the world’s history, apart from the defense 
of the colonies and dependencies. It was 
well known that Great Britain, he said, had 
treaty obligations, and herallies would right- 
ly expect assistance. 

During the debate on supply Lord Hugh 
Cecil called for a division, and Mr. Timothy 
Healy, rising with evident excitement, asked 
the Speaker whether the Premier’s son was 
entiticd to interrupt. He addressed some 
remarks to Lord Hugh Cecil, which were 
drpwned in an uproar of shouts and cries of 
“ Send for the police.’’

SUNSET CLUB SPEAKERS ARGUE 
NATION'S ACTS. 


Franklin MacVeagh Contends That the 
Teller Amendment Was Based on a 
Misconception of Conditions in the 
Island and That the Government 
Has Assumed Still Greater Respon- 
sibilities—Helping Hand to the 
Weak—Several Speakers Oppose Him 


 Cuba’s battles were fought with a great 
cannonade of after-dinner oratory at the 
monthly meeting of the Sunset club last 
night at the Palmer House. ‘“‘ Have We Vio- 
lated Our Obligations to Cuba?’’. was the 
question discussed. Franklin MacVeagh and 
Wililam H. Busby said nd. Colonel Henry 
L. Turner and Victor F. Yarrow, yes. Mr. 
MacVeagh and Mr. Busby were nearly alone 
on their side of the question. Of the dozen 
or more speakers, who followed but one 
took the side that the United States had 
acted for the’best. 

The ‘plan of the Teller amendment, Mr. 
MacVeagh admitted, had not been followed, 
but he held that the nation had done itself 
great credit by altering its course, and ‘‘ had 
accepted the unexpected responsibilities like 
a really great nation.’’ 

“ Teller’s amendment,” he said, ““ was an 
honest though rather shallow statemént 
of what we supposed we should be able. to 
do; and of what we should have been most 
happy to do. But vastly to our cost we 
found we were not allowed to do it. What 
we meant to stand for, and are standing for 
today as loyally as tn 1808, is the welfare 

Cuba; and without any purpose to annex 
uba or to exploit it to our benefit. But we 
have done and shall do much more that we 
never for a moment contemplated; and for 
that, too, we ask no recompense. The only 
protection that we ask is, that our great 
sacrifices shall not have been in, vain, 


Amendment’s Spirit Still Lives. 

“ The spirit of the Teller amendment lives 
uncontradicted; though its plan became a 
back number when Santiago fell. For when 
Santiago fell there fell, too, the whole fabric 
of American misconception, of which the 
Teller amendment was the most conspicuous 
expression. 

“We knew soon that there was no such 
government as Congress had imagined—and 
that Cuba andthe Cubans were on our 
hands. Instead of a country we could enter 
as an ally and march out of wkh a vote of 
thanks from an organized people—as Teller 
dreamed—we found ourselves in a political 
no-man’s land, with an unorganized and dis- 
organized people thrown helplessly on our 
hands. 

“ All men know that the Cubans could not 
have governed themselves during the last 
three years. We were anxious enough to re- 
lieve ourselves of the responsibility of gov- 
erning them and of standing on the Teller 
amendment, but this could not be thought of 
—and was not thought of by 


war obliged us and are obliging us now to 
govern Cuba, and those obligations will 
oblige us to protect her from other nations 
and from herself. It would be idle to deny 
criminal to disregard the fact the 
chief peril to. the. freedom and independence 
of Cuba is to be from within and not from 
without. And if that peril is to be averted 
it must be averted by us—and for this we 
must have a way tointerfere. We are com- 
mitted in our own eyes and in the eyes of the 
Cubans, and in the eyes of all other nations, 
to the protection of Cuba. 


What the Protectorate Is. 

** And the protectorate resolves itself into 
this: If Cuba can maintain her freedom and 
independence without aid then she will be as 
independent as England; andif it shall some- 
times happen thag the freedom of her people 
or the independence of her government is in 
danger then she shall have the timely and 
generous help of our greater wisdom and 
more ample power. 

* You cannot buy freedom ready made at 
a constitutional convention; and self-govern- 
ment, let_us remember, is the highest politi- 
cal accomplishment of man. But there is a 
chance for the weak nations and the unde- 
veloped nations so long as great powers like 
the United States hold it to be a duty to share 
with them their experience, their self-con~ 
trol, their judgment, and their strength.’’ 


From the Other Point of View. 


The speakers who teok the opposite view 
of the question made charges of bad faith 
towards the Cubans with much vehemence. 
No claim that the condition of Cuba demand- 
ed that it be kept within contfol until the 
proper kind of government to be installed 
was permitted to go unchallenged.

Death for Kidnapers: 

The House Comnnittee on Judiciary has 
prepared a bill punishing kidnapers. It will 
be introduced as a committee bill and passed 
by the House at an early day. It contains 
an emergency clause and provides as follows: 


That every person who shall willfully, unlaw- 
fully, and forcibly seize and secretly confine within 
this State, or take, carry, or send, or cause to be 
taken, carried, or sent out of this State, any person 
against his will, or against the will of the parent, 
guardian, or legal custodian of such person, for 
the purpose of extorting ransom or money or other 
valuable thing or concession from stich person, 
his parent, guardian, or legal custodian; and every 
person who shall inveigie, decoy, or kidnap with 
intent secretly to confine within this State, or 
take, carry. or send, or cause to taken, car- 
ried, or sent out of same. any against 
his will, or against the will of parent, guardian, 


* or legal custodian of such person, for the purpose 


of extorting ransom or money or other valuable 
thing or concession from such person, his parent, 
Suardian, or legal custodian, shall, upon con- 
Miction thereof. suffer death or be punished 
by imprisonment in the penitentiary for life, or 
for any term not less than five years. Any person 
charged with such offense may be tried in any’ 
county into which or through which the per- 
Son so seized or inveigied, decoyed,.or kidnaped 
shall have been taken, carried, or brought. 

A favorable report was ordered upon Mr. 
Donoghue's bill making it unlawful for others 
than licensed attorneys, justices of the peace, 
and constables to engage in the business of 
soliciting or collecting accounts. 


Bottle Bill Once More. 

Representative Benjamin M. Mitchell of 
Cook today sent in an old favorite in what 
is known in legislative circles as the bottle 
bill. It has been here many times in past 
sessions, and always provokes a big fight. 
It provides for the registration of bottles, 
milk cans, etc., in the names of their owners, 
and makes it unlawful for any but their 
‘Owners to refill and use the same. Methods 
of procedure are set out in case the bottles 
or milk cans are used by outsiders. The 
bill interests bottlers, milkmen, and dealers.

HOUSE DECIDES TO INVESTIGATE 
_ SOUTHERN INSTITUTION. 


Charged on the Floor That There Is 
a Shortage in Accounts, Besides 
Other Irregularities—Committee Is 
Charged to Make a Thorough In- 
quiry—In the Meantime the Appro- 
priation for the Institution Is 
Held Up. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
Springfield, Ill, March 14, 

The House today adopted a_ resolution 
holding up the bills for the deficiency and 
support of the Chester prison until an inves- 
tigation can be made into alleged defalca- 
tions of recent date intheinstitution. It was 
offered by Representative Riess of Randolph 
and was adopted unanimously. The resolu- 
tion provides for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of five, three Republicans and two 
Democrats. 

Samuel Kurzdorfer, superintendent of the 
stone department of the prison, is said to be 
short in his accounts to the extent of sev- 
eral thousand dollars. Kurzdorfer was an 
excedingly active man in ..olitical affairs, and 
was one of the leaders of the administration 
forces in Jackson and other counties in south- 
ern Illinois during the capaign preliminary 
to the Peoria convention. 


Charges by Mr. Warder. 


During the discussion of the resolution Mr. 
Warder made the direct charge that Mr. 
Kurzdorfer was short in his accounts. He said 
his information to this effect came from a 
source which he believed to be thoroughly 
reliable. 

Mr. Allen urged Mr. Warder to state from 
whom his information was derived. He de- 
clined to mention the name of his informant, 
but said that he would take the responsibility 
as a member of the House of saying that 
something had been going on at the Chester 
Penitentiary. Other speeches were made by 
Schlagenhauf, Kerrick, Conlee, and Hughes 
of Fulton. 


Other Irregularities Alleged. 

Besides the defalcation, the resolution 
charges that products raised and produced 
at the institution have been sold and dis- 
posed of to third parties in consideration of 
which worthless negotiable paper was taken. 
Other irregularities at the institution are 
charged in which the people, regardless of 
party, are deeply interested. 

The committee is ordered to investigate 
the charges and report back to the members 
of this House their findings as soon as possi- 
ble. The committee is authorized, em- 
powered, and instructed to examine and in- 
vestigate the books, records, contracts, and 
dealings of or- pertaining to the Southern 
Illinois Penitentiary and the condition of all 
accounts or expenditures of money or sale 
of products of said institution, and the needs 
and purpose of expenditure of money to be 
appropriated for said institution for the 
coming two years. The actual expenses of 
the committee are to be paid from the con- 
tingent expense. fund of the House.

Assembly at Springfield yesterday were five 
measures of special interest to the citizens of 
Chicago. One of these bills probably will 
arouse the organized opposition of the 
Policemen’s Benevolent association of Chi- 
cago. The bills are as follows: 

Providing that in the event of the death of a 
member of the Chicago police force, after five 
years of service, his widow shall be’ entitled to 
-& pension of not less than half the amount of 
salary received by such police officer. 

Authorizing the issue of bonds to the extent 
of $500,000 for the purchase of lands for small 
parks on the North Side of Chicago. 

Prohibiting the employment of telegraph opera- 
tors for a longer consecutive period than twelve 
hours, and providing that operators shall have 
at least eight hours’ rest between the periods of 
employment. 

Providing for the abolishment of the office of 
State Architect. 

Providing that an election on the question of 
annexation may be had on petition of a majority, 
instead of two-thirds, of the voters proposed to be 
annexed toa city. 

Policemen Against Measure. 

Chicago policemen do not look with favor 
on the bill affecting the psnsion law. Rep- 
resentatives of the Poli¢emen’s Benevolent 
association declared last night that the bill 
should not be allowed to pass. 

“The bill is in conflict with the present 
law,’ said Captain Colleran, Chief of De- 
tectives, ‘‘ and the proposition to pension the 
widow of a policeman who has servéd only 
five years, if it becomes a law, will bankrupt 
the pension fund in a little while.” 

‘“‘T don’t think the bill is a good one,”’ sald 
Jacob Kuebler, a trustee of the association. 
“ Such a law would swamp the pension fund 
in a’year. It is hard enough to pay pensions 
now, when a policeman must have served ten 
years to entitle his widow toa pension.” 


Architects Favor Competition. 

Representative architects approve the bill 
abolishing the office of State Architect. “I 
believe it will be a good thing to have open 
competition,” said Jarvis Hunt. ‘“ Let the 
State invite designs for its work, giving 
prizes for the best submitted by qualified 
architects, and thus do away with political 
preferment in jobs. The bill ought to become 
a law.”’ 

Favors Small Parks Bill. 

The bill for small parks on the North Side 
is the one prepared by the subcommittee of 
the City Council, and is similar to the bDilis 
introduced for the benefit of the South and 
West Sides. 

heartily favor the bill,’ said William 
Penn Nixon, former Lincoln Park Commis- 
sioner. ‘‘ The city cannot have too many 
small parks, and the North Side is specially 
favored with opportunities for increasing 
their number. There are several available 
sites for small parks. What is known as the 
Peterson property, north of Graceland, has 
been considered as a site fora new park. I 
hope the bill will become a law.’”’ 


Bill Aims at Evanston. 

The bill amending the annexation law 
strikes directly at Evaneton, which has vig- 
orously fought against being taken into Chi- 
cago. Mayor Bates favors the bill, but de- 
clares that the citizens of Evanston will 
oppose it. 

‘The people of Evanston are against any 
proposition making annexation easier of at- 
tainment than at present,” he said. ‘“ Per- 
sonally, I am in favor of the bill, because I 
believe the majority should rule in all mat- 
ters of government.” 


Affects Railroad Employes. 

The bill for regulating the working hours 
of telegfaph operators will affect employés 
of railroads only, and only those working in 
small stations in times of emergency. 

‘* Operators in small places usually work 
twelve hours,’ said Frank O’Brien, train 
dispatcher of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad. ‘* The telegraph companies rarely 
ask a man to work longer than ten hours. 
The good thing about the bill is that it may 
prevent operators being i@posed upon, for 
no man should be asked to work longer than 
twelve hours.”

Malady Stands at the Head of the Mor~ 


tality Tables, Having Passed Con- 
sumption as a Death Dealing Agen- 
‘ey~Danger in the Sunshine, as It Is 
‘Apt te iImduce Exposure — Grip 
Blamed for the Increasing Ravages 
of the Disease. / 


Pneumonia, the malady which so quickly 
ended the life of ex-President Benjamin Har- 
rison, is swelling Chicago's mortality rec- 
ord at the rate of ten deaths a day. To the 
Health department officials pneumonia is 
known as “ No. 1." The figures mean that 
the lung malady stands first in the list of 
death dealing agencies. Years ago pulmon- 


ary consumption, then occupying a place at 
the head of the mortality tables, gave way 


to pneumonia, and physicians incline to the 
view that consumption will continue to be 
known as “ No. 2." Grip, the physicians say, 
has much to do with the reasons for pneu- 


monia's increasing ravages. 


So far this month pneumonia has caused 
132 deaths in Chicago. If the raw, damp 
weather continues it is declared that the mor- 
tality rate will greatly increase. Consump- 
sae so far this month has claimed only ¥5 
victims. 


Menace in the Sunshine. 
While the damp weather is a menace to 


life, there also is danger in the March sun- 
shine. 
which physicians warn their patients these 
days is undue exposure, trusting to a de- 
ceptive sunshine when the air comes from 


Prominent among the causes of 


the flelds of the North. It looks warm, but 


the wind is penetrating and deadly. The vic- 
tims, beguiled by the sunshine, go out with- 
out proper clothing. 


*“*In a few days thereafter,” said an official 


at the Health department yesterday, “‘ the 
man who left his overcoat in the office or at 
home on a pleasant appearing morning fig- 
ures as ‘1”* in our reports.” 


‘Wear your overcoat until the wind gets 


into the South and stays there,”’ was the ad- 
vice given yesterday by a leading physician. 
“Don't trust winds which are blowing off 
thousands of miles of ice and snow, however 
warm the sun may shine.”’ 


The records of the City Health department 


for the last three years show that people 
have not generally heeded such advice. The 
average of deaths from pneumonia during 
these years has been close to 13% per cent, 
while consumption has furnished but one 
death in ten in the mortality statistics. 


It is feared that when the usual March 


weather comes, with warm sunshine one hour 
and a chilly blast the next, the average for 
the month will mount rapidly. 


Not to Fumigate Books. 
The Library board at its meeting yester- 


day afternoon put an end to the scheme for 
fumigating all thé books in circulation. Dr. 


Wladislaw A. Kuflewski was the only one of 
the directors who favored the proposition. 
He vigorously opposed the report of Commis- 
sioner of Health Reynold’s, which was pre- 
sented to the board, saying that contagious 
diseases were not transmittable through the 
pages of the books. The other members of

WATER INVADES A SCHOOL. 


Chicago is wading these days—men are pad- 


| dling down-town through the slush and mud, 


going about their business with wet feet, 
and then trudging home again over streets 
that are thick with slime and dotted with 
puddles. 

Freed of much of the snow by the recent 
thaw, but not of the mud or the slush, stree-3 
in all parts of thecity are almost impassable. 
With the slush on an even level the ruts are 
concealed, and at the crossings the pedes- 
trian runs the risk of sinking to his ankles-—- 
In some places to his knees—in the filth that 
fills the holes. 

The veins of traffic radiating from the 
various railway stations are ina particularly 
gad condition. The Grand Central, the Rock 
Island, and the Illinois Central depots may be 
reached only by tramping through this mud 
that is inches deep. Wabash avenue, between 
i ate and Eighteenth streets, is a sea of 
slime. 


more from the thaw than that along Western 
avenue, between Thirty-ninth and Fifty- 
fifth streets. 
a population of about 10,000 people, has no 
sewerage and is drained by open ditches. 
The recent rains trainsformed those ditches 
into torrents. 

From Thursday of last week the waters 
steadily rose until the ditches could hold it 
no longer, and by last Sunday the entire dis- 
trict was submerged under six to twelve 
inches of water. i 

Branch No. 1 of the Shields School, on the 
corner of Rockwell and Fifty-fifth streets, 
became isolated by water and had to be closed 
on*Monday and Tuesday. The basement of 
‘the school became submerged and the reced- 
ing flood left about eighteen inches of water 
in the basement. On Monday the water was 
so high that it put out the fire in the furnace, 

While the streets in al! parts of the city 
are more or less bad, conditions are worst 
in the down-town district, and particularly 
on those business streets where the traffic 
‘ts heavy. Wabash avenue, from Twelfth 
street south to Twenty-second; State street, 
from Twelfth to Fortieth; Halsted street, 
from the river south to Fifty-fifth street; 
Harrison, Van Buren, Twelfth, Milwaukee 
avenue, and many other thoroughfares on 
the South and West Sides are covered with 
layers of mud which in some places reach @ 
depth of eight to ten inches. 


RAFTS IN FLOODED DISTRICT. 


People in Watson’s Subdivision Seek 
“the High Lands—Big Bridge 
May Go. 


The Desvlaines River continued to rise at 
Riverside yesterday and last night was over 
eleven feet above its average level—a gain of 
nearly a foot and a halfin twenty-four hours. 
The Watson suspension bridge, which was 
partly wrecked on Wednesday, was further 
damaged and residents in the peninsula 
known as Watson's subdivision were com- 
pelled to move into the second story of their 
houses. With eighteen to twenty inches of 
water on the first floor tables, and chairs, 
and household utensils were afloat. Impro- 
vised rafts in this section are being used by 
many to reach the higher lands. As River- 
side is on_the high bank of the river there ig 
no danger of that suburban residence district 
being damaged or flooded to any extent, 

Lyons is on the low bank and connected with 
Riverside by a new steel suspension bridge. 
It is on the village side of the stream that 
most of the difficulties from the high water 
are now experienced. The telephone line was 
down last night and all communication was 
by way of Riverside. A number of men were 
stationed along the bank as far as the dam, 
about a quarter of a mile up stream, ready to 
pass a warning along in case there should be 
indications of the dam giving way. ‘The in- 
creasing high water and heavy ice floes were 
reported as straining the dam to the limit. 
Should the dam break it undoubtedly would 
carry the new bridge with it. 

West of Lyons Salt Creek continues to 
overfiow its banks. Along the south bank of 
the Desplaines for twenty miles from Lamont 
toward Joliet the grazing lands are over- 
flowed, the flood at places being three miles 
wide.

Salt Lake City, Utah, March 14.—Governor 
Wells has vetoed the Evans bill relating to 
the making of complaints and commencing of 
prosecutions in criminal cases. 

The Governor, after explaining that he does 
not question the motives of those who partici- 


flection on their patriotism, thinks that his 
judgment and his oath demand that he with- 
hold his signature from the measure. 


Thinks Law Would Do Harm. 


“In my opinion nothing can be clearer,’’ 
the Governor says, “than that this bill, if 
passed, would be welconied and employed as 
a most effective weapon against the classés 
whose condition it is intended to ameliorate. 

** Furthermore, I have reason to believe its. 
enactment would be the signal for a general 
demand ypon the national Congress for a 
constitutional amendment directed against 
certain social conditions here—a demand 
which under the present circumstances 
would surely be complied with. 

** While it may be urged that in every event 
the poor could be made to suffer, is it not an 
odious thought, repulsive to every good citi- 
zen of whatsoever creed or party, that the 
whole State should thus be put under a ban? 
Surely there is none so selfish and unpatriotic 
as to argue that this is preferable to the en- 
durance of a few isolated instances of prose- 
cution umbacked, as they are, by either re- 
spectable moral support or sympathy. 


‘Speaks from Mormon Standpoint: 


“TI yield to no —— affection for those, my 
people, who from the highest motives’ and 
because they believed it a divine comman3, 
entered into the relation of plural marriage. 
isorn and reared in Utah, myself a product 
of that marriage system, taught from in- 
fancy to regard my lineage as approved cf 
the Almighty, and proud today, as I have 
ever been, of my heritage, it will be granted;

PRESIDENT ORDERS MOURNING. 


Proclamation Issued in Washington Di- 
recting Official Tributes to Mem- 
ory of Harrison. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—The national! 
capital is in mourning today for former 
President Harrison. Flags are at half-mast, 
not only upon alli the public buildings but 
upon the hotels, stores, and many of the 


private residences. The act of 1893 inhibits 
the draping of public buildings in black, as 


was the custom formerly upon the death of 
an ex-President. President McKinley di- 
rected that the doors of the Executive Man- 


gion be closed to visitors and denied himself 


to callers, except those who had business of 
urgent importance. 

This morning President McKinley issued a 
proclamation directing the observance of a 


period of mourning for thirty days. 


In pursuance of this proclamation the flags 
on every public building in the United States, 
at every army post in the United States, 
Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii, and the Philip- 
pines, and on every American warship in 
whatever quarter of the globe will fly at half- 
mast for thirty days. 

The proclamation issued by President Mc- 
Kinley is as follows:

‘To the People of the United States: 


Benjamin Harrison, President of the United 
States from 1889 to 1893, died yesterday at 4:45 p. 
m. at his home in Indianapolis. In his death the 
country has been deprived of one of its dearest 
citizens. A brilliant soldier in his young man- 
hood, he gained fame and rapid advancement by 
his energy and valor. As a lawyer he rose to be 
a leader of the bar. In the Senate he at once took 
and retained high rank as an orator and legislator, 
and in the high office of President he displayed 
extraordinary gifts as administrator and states- 
man. In public and private life he set a shining 
example for his countrymen. 

In testimony of the respect in which his memory 
is held by the government and people of the United 
States, I do hereby direct that the flags on the 
Executive Mansion and the several departmental 
buildings be displayed at half staff fora period of 
thirty days, and suitable militamy and naval 
honors, under the orders of the Secretaries of War 
and of the Navy, be rendered on the day of the 
funeral. _ WILLIAM McKINLEY. 

President McKinley left Washington at 
7:45 o’clock tonight by the Pennsylvania 
railroad for Canton, O., whence he will pro- 
ceed on Saturday night to Indianapolis to 
attend the funeral of General Harrison. With 
him were Mrs. McKinley, Secretary Cortel- 
you, and Dr. P. M. Rixey.

course. They would like to see the treaty 
abrogated, or at least modified materially, 
but they favor having this done in an order- 
ly manner. They assert the proper way in 
which to abrogate the Clayton-Bulwer con- 
vention is by another treaty with Great 
Britain. They take the ground that the 
treaty is an agreement between two nations 
which was satisfactory to both when the 
treaty was made, and that it would be dis- 
honorable for the United States to abrogate 
the treaty by legislation without giving 
Great Britain a chance to be heard, simply 
because some of the terms of the convention 
do not now suit the United States govern- 
ment,

iaerteation as to the cause of the blowing 
out of the breech block of a ten-inch gun. 
The report states that smokeless powder was 
being used, and experts at Sandy Hook 
state they are unable to give any reason 
why the accident should have occurred. 

There was another accident at Fort Wads- 
worth, N. Y., but information in regard to 
it has been suppressed. In the latter’ case 
the gun was simply dismounted from its 
pedestal, and no serious injury was done. 
In neither accident was there injury to peo- 
ple in the vicinity of the gun. The accidents, 
however, have attracted attention to the 
character of the smokeless powder which 
is being developed for the army. 

Artillery officers claim there is great dan- 
ger in handling and firing the composition, 
which is still in its experimental stage. An 
officer said today that the smokeless powder 
issued to the army is an experiment, the 

tion being developed from a powder 
invented by Lieutenant Bernadou of the 
navy. 

The latter service has had great success 
with its smokeless powder, and the army 
officers do not see why the same composition 
could not be issued to the army. There is 
much jealousy, however, between the army, 
officers and the officers of the navy, and the 
former are determined to develop a smoke- 
less powder of their owm 

The accidents during the last week at 
Sandy Hook and Fort Wadeworth have again 
directed attention to the danger which ar- 
tillery officers have long believed reposed 
in smokeless powder.

Washington, D. C., March 14.~—Thomas F. 
Clark, Vice President of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, testified before the In- 
dustrial commission today concerning the 
relations of the telegraph to the public. He 
devoted much of his time to the considera- 
tion of the wisdom of government ownership 
of the telegraph. 

Those who based their advocacy of thesys- 
tem upon its working in Great Britain, Bel- 
gium, and Switzerland, he said, ignored vital 
differences between the conditions in those 
countries and in the United States. In this 
country, Mr. Clark said, there are only sixty- 
seven people to each mile of wire, while there 
are in Great Britain 130 people to the mile, 
in Switzerland 220, and in Belgium 321. In 
the United States there are 1,118,086 miles of 
wire, and in all Europe 1,583,267 miles. 


Will Not Sell at Cost. 


He said it could not be expected that the 
owners of telegraph lines would sell them to 
the government at the mere cost of produc- 
tion. They, like the owners of any profitable 
property, had a right to expect something for 
good will, etc. He also argued that the cost 
of construction of-a telegraph system is not 
confined to the lines throughout the rural 
districts, but is due largely to city condi- 
tions—the construction of buildings and un- 
derground conduits and the securing of other 
terminal facilities. He estimated that there 
had been spent upon the Western Union 
system since 1866 not less than $50,000,000 
or $60,000,000 entirely outside of construction. 

He quoted the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
of Great Britain as saying that there had 
been a loss to the government of about $22,- 
000,000 on the telegraph system of that coun- 
try. If there had been such a deficit there | 
what, Mr. Clark asked, could be expected in 
a country like the United States, twenty-five 
times as large? 

Mr. Clark claimed that the Western Union 
rates were reasonabie and the result of care- 
ful study and adjustment. He thought any 
radical reduction would be followed by 
disaster to the stockholders and would result 
in no benefit to the public at large. There 
certainly would be a deficit, and in case of 
government ownership the burden simply 
would be shifted from the stockholders to the 
people. 

No Combination with Postal. 


“Is anything being done to bring about a 
combination with the Postal company?” was 
asked Mr. Clark. 

‘** Not to my knowledge. I have seen such 
@ report in the newspapers, but I know noth- 
ing about it.”’ 

He closed his statement with another ref- 
erence to goyernment ownership, saying that 
unless there could be a permanent civil serv- 
ice, public ownership would result in a seri- 
ous deficit, and he believed that no good 
would be served in the end.

COL. SANGER IS SELECTED 


NAMED BY PRESIDENT AS ASSIST- 
ANT SECRETARY OF WAR. 


Opposition “Ly New York Senators to 
the Appointment Is Removed—Nom- 
imee Sees Mr. Platt and Convinces 
Him That His Objection Was Not 
Justified by the Facts—Takes Oath 
of Office and Enters Upon Discharge 
of His Duties.

It is now explained that Senator Platt’s 
freely expressed opposition to Colonel San- 
ger’s appointment was due to a misunder- 
standing, the Senator having been told that 
Colonel Sanger, in supporting the nomination 
of Joseph H. Choate to be United States Sen- 
ator, made a political and personal attack 
upon Senator Platt in his speech to the Re- 
publican legislative caucus. 

In his conversation with Secretary Root, 
after it became known that Colonel Sanger 
had been selected, Senator Platt referred to 
this speech as the basis of his opposition to 
the contemplated appointment. Colonel San- 
ger thereupon called on Senator Platt and 
demonstrated to him that he never made such 
a speech and that if the attack was made it 
was by another person. 

The opinion prevails that if Colonel Sanger 
had not cleared himself of this charge the 
New York Senators would have decided to 
oppose the appointment. to the extent of 
fighting confirmation in the Senate. Wheth- 
er this is so of not, peace now reigns be- 
tween the President and the Secretary of 
War and the New York Senators.

SPLENDID EXAMPLE OF GERMAN 
PATIENCE AND PERSEVERANCE. 


professor Gompers Devotes a Life- 
Time to Preparing a Critical Trea- 
tise on All the Greek Philosophers 
and Writers from the Time of Homer 
to the Fall of Greece—The First Vol- 
gme Proves the Work One of Great 
Excellence. 


MERICANS who are in touch with the 
latest preducts of German scholar- 
ship will need no introduction to the 
monumental work entitled “ Grie- 
chische Denker,” on which Professor 
r Gomperz of the University of Vien- 
na bas long been engaged. Professor Laurie 
Magnus of Oxford has rendered a genuine 
to all English-speaking students of 
ancient thought by translating the first 
volume of this work under the title of 
#Greek Thinkers: A History of Ancient 
‘Philosophy ” (Scribners) into clear and ele- 
gant English. It is a closely printed book of 
over 600 pages, and two other volumes of 
the same size are to follow. The next one, 
gealing chiefly with Socrates and Plato. will 
probably be translated and published before 
the close of the year. 
Professor Gomperz has undertaken the 
task of writing an exhaustive critic- 
al treatise on all the important Greek 
philosophers and writers from the“days of 
Homer and Hesiod to the downfall of ah- 
clent Greece, viewing their remarkable con- 
tributions to knowledge in the light of mod- 
ern thought. This not only necessitated sev- 
eral decades of work in gathering materials 
and sifting problems but it also required a 
comprehensive knowledge of modern science 
and philosophy. One may readily credit the 
-guthor’s modest remark that the work sum- 
marizes the labors of a lifetime. Portions 
of the story of religion, of literature, and of 
the physical sciences, indispensable to an 
understanding of the various philosophic 
movements, are incorporated in the work. 
it is impossible to summarize a treatise of 
this kind in a brief review. The scope of 
the work is indicated by the fact that this 
yolume treats of the lives and ideas of 


Thales, Anaxagoras, Anaximander, Her- 
aciitus, Pythagoras, Democritus, Em- 
Parmen- 


pedocies, Gorgias, Hippocrates, 
ides, Protagoras, Thucydides, and scores of 
less noted Greek thinkers. The author’s 
point of view is not that of any one-sided 
and exclusive school. It does equal justice 
to the different tendencies of ancient thought, 
every one of which has contributed its part 
to the structure of modern civilization, 

How wonderfully close the ancient Greeks 
often came to the greatest heights of mod- 
ern science, fs a constant source of wonder 
in reading these pages. Thus Heraclitus, 
five centuries before Christ, without micro- 
scopes or the faintest idea of modern chem- 


" 4gtry, hit upon the theory of universal mole- 


cular motion, which is the latest thing in 
the natural philosophy of our own day. It 
was his idea that all material substances 
sprang from fire and ultimately returned to 
fire, only to repeat the cycle in endless suc- 
cession. Whether by chance or by genius, he 
wae here in agreement with the latest theory 
of the modern scientists in regard to the solar 
system. To him and to them a ball of fire 
marks the starting point and the goal of each 
cosmic period. 

The encyclopedic knowledge with which 
the author supplements and illuminates his 
presentation of Greek thought is what gives 
the work its peculiar value and interest. It 
is written with a brilliancy and charm of 
style rarely attained by werman writers or 


* thelr translators. The book is an excellent 


example of the infinitely painstaking work 
for which German scholarship is noted. 
Not long ago @ university extension lectur- 
er from an institution of learning not greatly 
‘distant ventured to say before a provincial 
audience that Thomas Paine was not an in- 
fidel in the sense in which that word is gen- 
erally used now. A preacher in the audi- 
ence rose in protest andseaid: Do you mean 
that denial of inspiration is not infidelity?”

This is the distinction which 
must be made after reading “‘ The Life and 
Literature of the Ancient Hebrews ” (Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co), by the Rev. Lyman Ab- 
bott, D. D. 

The book itself is a well digested. com- 
pilation. Its only originality lies in the man- 
ner in which Dr. Abbott has profited by the 
investigations and conclusions of others, 
over which he exercises a certain eclectic- 
ism. This means that he uses reason in- 
stead of faith in respect of every portion of 
the Bible whenever it suits him to do so; 
and faith instead of reason the rest of the 
time. Doubtless there are some to whom 
this course will appeal as the middle path 


_ whereon one goes most safely; but orthodox 


Christians must regard it as the broad path 
that leadeth elsewhere, and men of science, 
as a cul de sac into which reason is led only 
to find impassibilities drected by unreason. 
Frankly, the book would be one to like bet- 
tér it it did not call Ruth and Danie! “ ro- 
mances,”’ Job a “ spiritual tragedy,’’ and the 
Ganticles a “drama of love.” ‘‘ Some He- 
brew Stories Retold ”’ is.the title of a chap- 
ter in which the attitude of the narrator 
keeps his work from having either the as- 
Surance of the devout believer or of the 
scientist. Plainly, the reverend author js

Cer- 
tainly no student of the time who keeps his 
eyes open to the truth would seriously con-

prosperous.”’ 


Just why it is not, and the precise differ- 
ences in which almost “‘thé worst of all 
possible worlds ’’ differs from the best poss!i- 
ble world open to human imagination, Dr. 
Bilis discloses in his text. Fixing the date 
of his old-fashioned dialogue between the 
teacher and the student at some future 
time sufficiently remote for man to have 
come Into rational accord with his environ- 
ment, he sets forth deficiencies and defects 
With admirable candor. BWspecially taking

LTHOUGH little has 
been made public

Since Lord Roberts

er-in-Chief, and since 

Mr. Brodrick has be- 

come Secretary of 

State for War, not a 
week has passed 
without a quantity 

| of civilian officials of 
the War department being quietly dismissed 
or compulsorily retired, while the number 
of officers who have been deprived of their 
posts and shelved would etartle the public 
were ft to become known. 

So far General Sir Henry Colvile has been 
the only officer who has publicly protested, 
hie appeal through the press to the people 
against the Commander-in-Chief and his en- 
deavor to excuse his own shortcomings by 
a wholesale denunciation of others having 
brought down upon his head a rebuke om 
the part of the King to the effect that his 
conduct in the matter was “‘a breach of 
discipline in an officer and unworthy.of a 
gentleman.”’ 

But the majority of the other officers who 
have been weeded out and retired with no 
prospect of further employment have taken 
their medicine in silence, afraid lest worse 
might befall them. Courts of inquiry and 
court-martials are sitting well nigh “en 
permanence.’ But it is held to be contrary 
to policy to make either the proceedings or 
the resulta public. 

The most startling of all reforms insti- 
tuted by Lord Roberts and Mr. Brodrick, 
who appear to be working hand in hand in 
the most cordial ner, is undoubtedly the 
appointment d¥/Colonel BE. W. D. Ward to 
the position of permanent Undersecretary 
of State for the War department in the place 
of Sir Ralph Knox. The permanent Under- 
secretary is the permanent chief of the War 
d ent administration. The Secretary 
of Btate for War and the Parliamentary 
Undersecretary change with the Cabinet. 
But the permanent Undersecretary remains. 
' Bir Ralph Knox is a civilian, and, t gh 
a charming man in society and not without 
li attainments, has been the personi- 
fication of all that red tape which may be 
said to have been responsible for everything 
that has gone wrong in connection with the 
War department. He represented civilian 
bureaucracy and social prestige, and it would 
have been hopeless to look for any effica- 
cious reform as long as he remained as the 
permanent head of the*War office. 

Colonel Ward is an entirely different clase 
of man, the son of a Captain of the navy, and 
with no social backing or social prestige of 
any kind. He has not even belonged te any 
crack regiment, but merely to the army 


‘ 


service corps and commissariat department, 


which from a social point of view is the most 
looked down upon and despised of all 
branches of military service. In this army 
service corps he has held until now the posi- 
tion of a brevet Colonel. But it was his 
good fortune to attract the notice and good 
will of Lord Roberts, first of all by the man- 
ner in which he provisioned Ladysmith—in 
such @ manner as to enable it to withstand 
its memorable siege; and, secondly, by the 
magnificent manner in which he organized 
the supplies for the advance of Lord Roberts 
from Paardeberg to Pretoria. Lord Kitch- 
ener pithily described him as *‘ the best com- 
missariat officer since Moses,’’ and in the 
recently published dispatches he is men- 
tioned by Lord Roberts as “ an officer of the 
highest administrative ability, whose power 
of work and resources are so marked as to 
win the confidence of all.’’ 

Brevet Colonel Ward, who thus finds him- 
self promoted at one bound over the heads of 
all his senior officers in the commissariat 
department—and, above alli, his former mili- 
tary superiors of the line—to the permanent 
chieftainship of the War department with a 
salary of $10,000 a year, is entirely out of 
touch with fashionable society, and im reor- 
ganizing the department in the same efficient 
manner in which he organized the commis- 
sariat service he will be influenced by no 
social considerations and will allow himself 
to be dominated by no pressure brought to 
bear upon him by titled people, but will be 
guided as heretofore exclusively by the good 


of the service and by the determination to: 


make a success of everything that he under- 


takes. 

He realizes that his appointment is a start- 
ling innovation. It is virtually substituting 
the military for the civilian element in the 
War department for the first time in more 
than 100 years. It is the substitution of a 
man utterly unknown to society in the place 
of officials who have always until now occu- 
pied a conspicuous position in the front rank 
of the English great world, and it rests with 
him to justify the experiment. 

Only those who have any knowledge of the 
War department and of its methods can 
really appreciate what his appointment 
me and the sensation which it has cre- 
ated. It constitutes the most striking and 
eloquént demonstration as yet afforded of 
the fact that the reorganization of the War 
department is going to be of the most sweep- 
ing, drastic, and wholesome character. Let 
me add that Colonel Ward is a man of 47, 
makes his home when in London In the quiet 
and by no means fashionable district of Pim- 
lico, and belongs to no smart or fashiona- 
ble club, the only club on the roster of which 
his name is to be found being the United 
Service club. He is married to a rich Miss 
Simons. He formerly organized the military 
tournament in London. 

Incidentally it may be stated that bluff Sir 
Harry Rawson, the stoutest but at the same 
time most energetic and capable naval com- 
mander in the service of the English crown, 
has been selected to succeed Sir John Fisher 
as commander-in-chief of the great Med- 
iterranean squadron, while Vice Admiral Sir 
Cyprian Bridge has been appointed to the 
command of the British naval forces in 
China. Sir Cyprian has the reputation of 
being not only a man of letters, but also as 
being possessed of much diplomacy and tact 
as well as being an able strategist. As for 
Sir Harry Rawson, the estimation in which 


he is held may be gathered from the fact 


that he is continuously employed. He had 
no sooner terminated his command of the 
Cape of Good Hope, which carries with it 
the naval control of the entire east and west 
coasts of Africa, than he was appointed to 
the command-in-chief of the Channel squad- 
ron, and he willl only strike his flag as such 
to hoist it again on the same day as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Mediterranean squad- 
ron, the largest and most powerful aggrega- 
tion of warships belonging to any one power 


ever assembled under one command. One 


would be almost tempted to believe that Sir 
Harry’s appointment to the command of 
the Mediterranean squadron means business 
in that part of the world. For he is essef- 
tially a fighting man, and there are few offi- 


cers in the British navy who have seen so 


much active service and few who have been 


eo frequently wounded.

REGEN? TRIAL NEARS END 


‘WILL CLOSE THIS MORNING. 


fee and Judge Gibbons Shows a Dis- 


Dector Takes the Stand to Explain 
the Mrs. Annie Karus Deal—Mar- 
garet Sheehan Recalled to Tell 
About Membership Applications. 


This morning promises to see the windup 
of testimony in the trial of Dr. M. N. Regent 
and others for conspiracy to defraud in in- 
surance cases. The arguments probably will 
occupy several days. The jurors, who have 
been in the custody of a bailiff constantly 
since the commencement of the case two 
weeks ayo, are beginning to look tired, and 
Judge Gibbons yesterdey showed a disposi- 
-tion to hurry the trial along. 

Dr. Regent was called to the stand in sur- 
rebuttal; and when he left the stand the 
prosecution claimed the privilege of intro- 
ducing a witness who would, Mr. Olson de- 
clared, refute statements of the defendant 
in an important measure. 

During the course of the trial it had devel- 
oped that Mrs. Francis Kufender, a risk in 
the insurance organization in the sum of 
$2,000, had died, and that Mrs. Annie Karus, 
her daughter and the beneficiary of the poli- 
ey, had received only $400, which Dr. Regent 
had given her. Dr. Regent yesterday de- 
clared that the $400 he had given the woman 
was money sent her by ‘Margaret Sheehan. 
He did not know who had collected on the 
Kufender policy, he said, but Margaret 
Sheehan gave him $500 to give the bene- 
ficiary. He had a bill of $100 against her 
for medical services, and he took the occa- 
sion to collect it. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Olson produced 
the warrant, with Mrs. Karus’ indorsement 
in the name of Trainer, which was hér name 
at that time, and also the receipt tothe bank 
for $1,900, the net proceeds of the policy, 
which the woman said Regent had made her 
sign without letting herseeits purport. This 
receipt bore also the indorsement of Mrs. 
Delia Mahoney, who is alleged to have 
drawn the money from the bank. Regent 
had denied having handled the receipt. 

During the morning session Margaret Shee- 
-han was called in rebuttal to tell of the cir- 
cumstances of the drawing of a number of 
applications for membership in the Knights 
and Ladies of Security and the certificates 
of examination in these cases which Dr. 
Regent identified as having been made by 
him, and in each of which he claims he ex- 
amined some person who claimed to be the 
person named in the certificate. She testi- 
fled that the doctor wrote the examination 
certificates off hand and made no examina- 
tions in the cases of Millie Contorsi, George 
Field, Mary English, Jeremiah O’Brien, and 
Ann Hennin, as well as in the case of her 
father, Charles Sheehan. 

In the Field case the witness testified that 
she, together with Mrs. Mahoney and Dr. 
Regent, had prepared the application. 

** We had a number of applications ready,” 
she said, “‘ and Dr. Regent said we might as 
well have another. He went to the directory 
and selected a name, Mrs. Mahoney sug- 
gested the address, and the application was 
filled in.” 


Says Hope Hall Is Accomplishing Much 
Good and Makes Appeal to Chi- 
cago People. | 


Hope Hall No. 2, Austin, Ill., March 13.— 
{Editor of The Tribune.—I received today a 
message by telephone from one of my 
friends who was much distressed at a re- 
port recently made in one of the Western 
papers that I had expressed myself as much 
disappointed and discouraged in my work. 
I could not ascertain from what source this 
utterly erroneous statement had been gath- 
ered, but felt that a few words concerning 
thy work published through the columns of 
your paper would undoubtedly set the minds 
of my friends at rest. - : 

My work was never in so prosperous a con- 
dition as today, and I am full of hope for its 
future: Within the prisons, the Volunteer 
Prisoners’ league is steadily growing, the 
men are showing true signs of earnest pur- 
pose, and we are pushing the work into yet 
other prisons that have long been waiting 
for us. Both Hope Halls are prospering. 
Through the proceeds of my lecture trips the 
work is absolutely free from debt. The men 
that have passed through our homes are 
many of them doing splendidly and show the 
greatest appreciation. Wherever I go on 
my travels I come across men who are now 
living honest lives who, when we first met 
them, were hopeless in prison. 

. Bome time since Istarted what is known 


prison work was maintained entirely by my 
personal efforts in my lecture trips, or by 
special appeals made to our friends. I felt 
this was an unsteady source of income, as 


deplored’ being so much kept :from the pris- 
ons by the necessity of money raising. In 
the East cities we have appealed to those 
interested in the work to help us practically 
by subscribing $1 per month to the main- 
tenance fund. Iam delighted to report that 
500 names already have been put on this roll 
book. Some pledged for $100 a year, some for 
$50 a year, some for $25, the majority, how- 
ever, paying $12 annually. Instead of cause 
for discouragement, I think I have every 
cause to be greatly cheered. 

I have as yet made no public efforts for 
this league in Chicago, but I hope to raise 
the next 500 members in this and other West- 
ern cities, as we are doing as much for the 
prisoners of the West as for those of the 
‘Eastern States. I shall be delighted if any 
TRIBUNE readers will help me. Might I 
and a plea for donations of clothing? We 
are much in need of men’s clothing and could 
also use partly worn women’s and children’s 
apparel among the families of our “ boys.” 
Such donations should be sent addressed to 
Mrs. Ballington Booth, Austin, Ill. Wehave 
a few trials, difficulties, and discouragements 
in our work. It is but natural, but they are 
nothing in comparison to the encourage- 
ments and successes with which we meet.

NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


WESTERN ROADS MUST FACE 
CHARGES OF DISCRIMINATION. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Pre- 
pares to Investigate What Members 
Term the Duplicity of the Presidents 
—Said That the Larger Packing- 
Houses Have Been Favored by a Se- 

eret Schedule of Charges—Plan for 
Illinois Central Lease. 


Traffic officials of Western roads were 
disturbed yesterday by information that the 
Interstate Commerce commission has decided 
to start an investigation at Kansas City on 
March 21. The representatives of all the 
roads centering in Kansas City and of the 
different freight lines have been summoned 
to appear before the commission and testify 
as to what they knew of the alleged cutting 
of provision rates east-bound from that city. 
The traffic managers of the various packing 
firms at Kansas City have also been cited to 
appear before the commission. 

During the last -month or two, it is said, 
rates on packing-house products have been 
secretly cut. These reductions, it is claimed, 
were given only to large shippers, while the 
smaller concerns had to pay full freight 
rates. 

Members of the commission are said to feel 
particularly aggravated over what they term 
the duplicity of the executive officers. At 
the monthly meetings of the railroad Presi- 
dents with the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission the Presidents have personally 
pledged themselves to see that subordinate 
officials would maintain the rates. Owing to 
these pledges the commissioners ailowed the 
organization of district committees or pools, 
which the railroads claimed were necessary 
to prevent rate cutting by some of the lines. 

Notwithstanding all this; secret rate cut- 
ting, not only on provisions but also on flour 
and grain, is said to have been practiced 
more freely during the last three months than 
ever before. ‘ 


Plan of Pending Lease. 


Minneapolis and St. Louis and the lowa Cen- 
tral railroads by the [llinois Central. The 
plan is to exchange Iowa Central for Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis stock on a satisfactory 
basis and then turn the two roads, with the 
single capitalization, over to the Illinois Cen- 
tral on a 5 per cent guarantee. 


Big Order for Cars. 


The Michigan Central has just placed with 
the American Car Foundry company one of 
the largest orders on record for freight car 
equipment. The order is for the building of 
2,000 standard box cars. The cost of one 
freight car of the standard adopted by the 
Michigan Central is about $600. During the 
last few weeks the Michigan Central has 
received from the Schenectady locomotive 
works twenty big locomotives, both for pas- 
senger and freight service. Ten more loco- 
motives will be received in a few weeks. 


Seeks a Texas Line. 

It is authoritatively stated that the St. 
Louls and San Francisco railway company 
is negotiating for the control of the Fort 
Worth and Rio Grande railroad and that the 
deal will be formally closed within a few 
days. 

It is said the Fort Worth and Rio Grande 
will be extended from Brownwood, Tex., its 
present southern terminus, to San Antonio, 
a distance of about 200 miles. .The road now 
extends from Fort Worth to Brownwood, a 
distance of 141 miles. 

The St. Louls and San Francisco will be 
extended from Sherman to Fort Worth, 
thereby giving a new through line from St. 
Louis and Kansas City to southwest Texas. 


REGAL COMPANY WINS SUIT. 


Firm Is Dissolved and Receiver 
_Digmissed. 


Judge Chetlain has dissolved the injunction 
issued several weeks ago restraining the 
Regal Manufacturing company and its agent, 
W. J. Reid, from prosecuting a suit against 
the firm of Miller & Barley of Marion, Ind., 
on a contract involving the delivery of 2,000 
enlarged pictures and frames. The order of 
the court dismisses the receiver, who was ap- 
pointed when the injunction was granted. 
Miller & Barley have a department store 
at Marion. The agents of the Regal company 
arranged with the firm to solicit orders for 
enlarging pictures. from customers. The 
contract called for the payment of $1.50 each 
for a frame. By the wording of the contract 
the storekeepers were held responsible, it is 
said, for the payment of the charges on the 
frames. The completed pictures were to be 
given to the customers after they bought 
goods to the amount of $25 from the mer- 
chants.
